WHILE the next decade will show a wonderful de- 
velopment of the resources of Mexico, the following 
warning of Modern Mexico should be remembered : 

“Mexican labor is not always cheap; there are 
mines in Mexico that do not pay dividends; rubber 
trees will not grow on the cold plateaus, and there are 
sections of the country that have had droughts. There 
exist also unscrupulous people who are willing to 
paint Mexico as a land of milk and honey for their 
own selfish ends. Every man who is brought to 
Mexico under a misapprehension as to its resources and 
the possibilities for profitable investment that exist for 
him eventually harms the republic more than he is 
personally injured. The opportunities for agricultural 
and industrial investment and trade expansion in 
Mexico are many and varied in character, but the truth 
should be frankly told about these openings. There 
are many chances for the investment of large capital, 
comparatively few for the man of small means, and 
no room at all for the poor man. There are plenty of 
poor people already in Mexico. The American laborer 
‘annot compete in wages or the standard of living with 
the native peon.” 





Dr. Davin T. Day of the United States Geological 
Survey in a recent article on tin deposits in South 
Carolina says many lodes of tin ore recently found 
in Nerth Carolina near the South Carolina border and 
in the neighborhood of Kings Mountain are of the 
same nature as those known for many years, that is, 
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hard pegmatite (coarse granite), containing irregu- 
larly distributed masses of tin ore. What percentage 
any of these lodes will yield is not yet known, and the 
proposition of mining these lodes is by no means so 
fascinating as simply washing the tin ore from a clay 
bank, as in the deposit near Gaffney City. There is 
every reason to suppose that this tin mine near Gaffney 
City will yield paying quantities of tin for at least 
several years, and plans are being developed for work- 
ing it far more cheaply than heretofore, although the 
present workings are extremely profitable. As to the 
likelihood of finding other decomposed veins from 
which the tin can be washed with water, it is difficult 
to make any reasonable prophecy, but considering the 
large number of lodes of tin ore which have lately 
been uncovered, it would seem that the prospects of 
finding other decomposed lodes is considerable. 








CoAL is applied to the generation of heat and light. 
Heat is derived from the burning of the coal, and is 
the result of the chemical combination of the oxygen 
of the air with the carbon and hydrogen of the coal. 
Heat is stored up in all coal in greater or less quan- 
tities, according to the chemical combination of the 
coal, and by the process of combustion it is evolved. 
when the heat energy of the coal may be converted 
into work. Light is generated from coal by the manu- 
facture of gas, which is conveyed for illumination in 
our streets and houses. The chemical combination 
and combustibility of coal varies so greatly that the 
different qualities are best adapted to different pur- 
poses Some varieties are easily ignited and burn 
quickly, whilst others are difficult to ignite, and, burn- 
ing slowly, give off intense heat. Some coals expand 
or open out on burning, and others fuse and cake to- 
gether when heated. The total heat and energy which 
is actually capable of being developed from coal is 
never even remotely approached in actual practice, 
some authorities going so far as to say that in many 
cases more than go per cent of the actual heat in the 
coal is lost by the method of application. 








“Tue imports of the grand divisions and principal 
countries of the world and the share thereof supplied 
by the United States” is the title of a table just pre- 
sented by the Department of Commerce, through its 
Bureau of Statistics. It shows, as the title indicates, 
the total imports of each of the principal countries of 
the world, the amount of those imports drawn from the 
United States, and the percentage our products form of 
the total imports. The statement shows that of the 
$8,141,054,000 worth of merchandise imported by 
Europe in 1902 the United States supplied $1,211,356,- 
000, or 14.88 per cent of the total. North America, 
other than the United States, imported merchandise to 
the value of $410,773,000, of which the United States 
supplied $215,866,000, or 52.55 per cent. South Amer- 
ica imported $349,691,000, of which $43,878,000, or 
12.55 per cent, was from the United States. Asia’s 
imports were $965,550,000, of which $50,167,000, or 
5.2 per cent, was from the United States. Africa’s 
imports were $436,256,000, of which $24,333,000, or 
5.58 per cent, was from the United States. 
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The imports of Oceania were $292,107,000, of which 
$34,855,000, or 11.93 per cent, was drawn from the 
United States. 








Tue Plasterers’ Union of New York City have 
passed a ruling governing the conduct of foremen as 
follows:

Should he be found guiity he shall 
for the first offense be fined the sum of $50. or he shall not be 
recognized as a foreman for a term of three years, at the 
option of this society, and for the second offense he shall 
be fined not less than $50, and never again be recognized as 
a foreman by this society.” 

It would have added greatly to the interest of. this 
document if a definition had been given of-the specific 
nature of the offense of rushing. We presume it means 
crowding the men to do a full day’s work and earn 
their wages. It has been strenuously denied that the 
principle of “ca’ canny” obtained in this country, or 
that the American mechanic experienced other than 
pleasure in maintaining a pace with which his con- 
geners in other countries would find difficulty in keep- 
ing up. It would appear as if, in the case of the plas- 
terers, there were some mistake about this contention. 








Tue United States is the largest customer of Japan. 
The value of exports from Japan to her most im- 
portant customers in 1902 was: To Germany, 4,737,- 
ooo ven (yen equals 49.8 cents) ; Italy, 13,287,000 yen ; 
British India, 13,337,000 yen; Great Britain, 17,346,- 
ooo yen; Hongkong, 25,876,000 yen; France, 27,283,- 
000 yen; China, 46,838,000 yen, and to the United 
States, 80,233,000 yen. Thus the United States takes 
as much of the products of Japan as all of Europe and 
nearly twice as much as China, Japan’s second largest 
custoiner. 

In imports the United States stood second in 1902, 
and at the end of 1903 was but $1,227,000 below 
Great Britain, which still holds the lead. For 1902, 
the latest year for which the import figures of Japan 
are available with reference to all countries, the im- 
ports from leading countries, stated in the order of 
magnitude, were: From British India, 50,977,000 
yen; from Great Britain, 50,364,000 yen; from the 
United States, 48,653,000 yen; China, 40,591,000 yen; 
Germany, 25,813,000 yen, and from France, 4,746,000 
yen. In 1903 the imports from the four principal 
countries were: From India, 70,095,000 yen; from 
Great Britain, 48,737,000 yen; from the United States, 
46,273,000 yen, and from China, 45,458,000 yen. 








THE United States Department of Agriculture has 
just issued a bulletin on farm labor, giving the results 


of twelve statistical investigations. Returns we-¢ 
received from over 23,000 persons for the in- 
vestigation of 1902, and the author, Professor 


Blodgett, has evidently studied them carefully ; but he 
conditions 


remarks that “the extreme variety of 


* * * is very perplexing in making averages.” 
The census shows that there. were 2,044,761 hired 
agricultura! laborers in the country, working under all! 
sorts of conditions as to wages, time of service, etc. 
The first noteworthy fact is that wages have advanced 
materially since the first investigation made under pre- 
vailing money standards. In 1882 the average wage. 
without board, was $18.94, in 1892 it was $18.60 and 
in 1902 it was $22.14. A table will show these facts 
more clearly, taking the investigations of 1882, 1892 
and 1902 in each case:

“COMMERCIAL JAPAN IN 1904” is the title of a mon- 
ograph just issued by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics. It shows 
that the trade relations between the United States and 
Japan in recent years have grown with greater rapid- 
itv than between Japan and any other nation. 

In 1881 the imports from the United States formed 
less than 6 per cent of the total importations into Ja- 
pan, while in 1902 they formed nearly 18 per cent of 
the total importations. Meantime Great  Britain’s 
share in the imports of Japan fell from 52 per cent 
to 18 per cent in 1902. The United States is also 
Japan’s largest customer, by reason of the fact that the 
chief export products of Japan are articles required by 
the manufacturers of the United States, and which can 
not be produced in this country. The total exports 
from Japan in 1900 amounted to 204,429,994 yen (yen 
is equal to 51 cents, United States currency) in value, 
and of this amount 52,566,395 yen went to the United 
States, 39,177,455 to Hongkong, 31,871,576 to China. 
19,150,423 to France, and 11,262,997 to the United 
Kingdom ; the total exports of 1902 amounted to 258,- 
303,065 ven, of which 80,232,805 yen in value went to 
the United States, 25,876,059 to Hongkong, 46,838,545 
to China, 27,283,458 to France, and 17,346,149 to the 
United Kingdom. 

The exports of Japan to the United States, as al- 
ready indicated, are chiefly of articles which are not 
produced in this country, and in a majority of cases are 
those required by our manufacturers. Of the 80,232, 
805 yen in value exported to the United States in 1902. 
the value of 46,784,720 yen consisted of raw silk, 8.- 
921,995 yen manufactures of silk, 9,124,085 yen of tea. 
6,381,733 yen matting for floors, 577,888 yen rice, 1.- 
516,401 yen chemicals, drugs, etc., while manufactur- 
ers of bamboo, lacquered ware, and other products pe 
culiar to the Japanese have also figured largely in the 
list.

Puiesotomy, or blood-letting, was the panacea for 
eur grandfathers’ rheumatism or our grandmothers’ 
typhoid. The method of applying this remedy was 
by means of loathsome leeches, and in order that thes« 
blood-suckers might not too soon fall off sated and 
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gorged, a second: operation in phlebotomy by means 
of pin pricks was performed on the leeches themselves. 

Bdellatomy was the name of this operation. 

The chirurgeons, half-barber, half-doctor, knew that 
their pin-pricks on their living cuppers caused so much 
greater the loss of blood on the part of their patients. 

In this they were wiser than many people who live 
in this more enlightened age and who class phlebotomy 
as on a par with the barbarian belief in the miraculous 
efficiency of bezoars found in the intestines of iguanas 
and other reptiles. 

Our up-to-date politicians, manufacturers and oth- 
ers see various leeches, sucking the life-blood of our 
great industries and acclaim bdellatomy or an incision 
on the leech as the infallible remedy therefor—unmind- 
ful of the fact that this makes the leeches’ ability to 
drain the patients so much the greater. 

The myopic labor leader harangues his following, 
declaring that the employer is a leech, sucking the red 
corpuscles from the arteries of labor and as a remedy 
he forces the latter to adopt the abominable “ca canny’”’ 
system. When a firm have been computing on an aver- 
age output of 69 brass gaskets per workman, let us say, 
and organized labor declares that no man shall make 
over 30, the manufacturer will naturally curtail his out- 
put in that line, coincidently of course curtailing his 
pay-roll, and labor will find itself so much the poorer. 

The bucolic gudgeon who grecdily swallows the 
catalogue house bait comes to look on the local retail- 
er in the light of a blood-sucker and like the labor 
leader he tries bdellatomy as a remedy and sends his 
orders to the distant supply house. 

As a result there is so much less money in circula- 
tion in his home town. so much less wealth to be taxed, 
so much smaller demand for “garden sass,” and a re- 
sultant depreciation in the value of farm property The 
palient is always the sufferer from this false remedy 
for his ills. 

Some manufacturers, some jobbers and some retail- 
ers Occasionally get an idea that their competitors are 
leeches on their business and perform a little opera- 
tion in bdellatomy by means of price cutting. 

This leads to retaliation and a disorganized market, 
and the patient again suffers. 

Happily the leech is no longer used as a cupper, but 
is left to live in dirty ditches as a barnacle on the 
backs of tortured turtles. 

Then again, the employer is not a leech on labor, 
nor is the retailer a parasite on the farmer, nor are 
competitors barnacles on one’s business. 

Consequently not only is bdellatomy no remedy 
of various industrial and commercial ills, but the 
leech that short-sighted persons would perform it on 
is but a myth and a shadow.

CAUSTIC POTASH. 





The Roberts Chemical Co., Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
claim to be the only manufacturers of high-grade 
caustic potash in this country. 

Potash is now coming into extended use for remov- 
ing grease from work to be plated or tinned as it has 
been found to be far superior to caustic soda and lyes, 
the advantages being that the work is cleaned better 
and quicker, and no manual work is required upon the 
work after leaving the cleaning bath than with either 
lyes or éaustic soda. This firm are putting up their 

tash in 100, 200 and 800-lb. drums, also in the liquid 
form in carboys that run in the neighborhood of 170 
Ibs. each.

It is, perhaps, unnecessary to dwell at length on the dangers 
of grease on work to be plated, as every plater knows that 
film of 
grease on the article, invisible to the naked eye, but actually 
there to prevent the adherence of the plate to the base metal. 


even the slightest touch with the hands imparts a 


The potash dip is undoubtedly the most essential agent 
in a plating establishment. Yet how often is its proper con- 
dition ignored and no attention paid to the fact that it has 
done practically all the work that it will. The plater watches 
with extreme care the condition of his plating bath and allows 
the potash dip to take care of itself. The potash solution is 


just as fundamental, indeed, even more so, than the plating 


bath itself, for it is the first process in plating, and unless 
properly done further work avails nothing. 

Work comes to the plater in all kinds of shape. Some 
is nearly free from grease, while others have considerable 
on the surface. That which comes from the machine shop 
is usually the worst, as every corner is smeared with thick 
grease or oil. Such work as this needs heroic treatment to 
remove this foreign matter, and the plater must be a man who 
uses judgment in such matters or he will not obtain good 
results. 

For the removal of grease before plating there is no sub 

stance equal to potash. Caustic soda is much cheaper and is 
used to a considerable extent, but it is doubtful whether it is 
good policy to use it for this purpose. The principle of the 
removal of grease from metal work is based on the formation 
of a soda which becomes soluble in water. 
It is a well-known fact that caustic potash is the most 
powerful alkali and far surpasses caustic soda in this respect. 
Grease is not only more rapidly attacked, but the soap so 
formed is much more easily soluble in water than that pro 
duced from the action of caustic soda. It is the exemplifica 
tion of the well known process of making soft soap from 
caustic potash and hard soap from soda. It is quite obvious 
that a soft soap is more readily dissolved by water than the 
hard variety. 

In one of the largest bicycle concerns which had pre 
viously used caustic soda because it was cheaper, it was 
found that a 3-degree Beaume solution of the best brand of 
potash obtainable would do the cleaning more thoroughly and 
quickly than a 20-degree Beaume solution of caustic soda. 
maker states that he is now able, by using good 
caustic potash solution, to clean his work in about five min- 
utes with a 7-degree solution. Another feature of caustic 
potash is that much work needs no manual labor put on it 
in the cleaning bath such as scrubbing, while caustic soda will 
rarely clean work sufficiently without such labor being put 


upon it.

The “get together” idea fostered by the various state 
and local hardware associations has proven helpful to 
hardware dealers in cities of all sorts and conditions. 
Co-operative buying has proven helpful in Chicago 
and also in Centralia, Ill., two communities where con- 
ditions are radically different. Council Bluffs, la., is 
a city where the best of good feeling exists among the 
retail hardware dealers. Among other things they 
formed the nucleus of the Iowa Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association and the dealers of the state in 
gratitude for their services have exacted heavy toll 
when it came to filling association offices. Such Coun- 
cil Bluffs names as Cole, De Vol, Brelsford and 
Swaine occupy conspicuous places on Iowa’s roster. 

These Council Bluffs dealers have combined in 
forming a stove storage concern as the Council Bluffs 
Stove Storage Co. was incorporated late in March by 
P. C. De Vol, T. N. Petersen, Henry S. Petersen, 
Chas. Swaine and C. P. Mauer, with a capitalization 
of $5,000. 

The manner in which this co-operative company 
came to be formed is thus described by Paul C. 
De Vol, one of the incorporators : 
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could not serve, and I know of several good custom- 
ers we lost, just because we were unable to set their 
stove up, when they wanted it. 

“We were not prepared for so sudden a turn in the 
weather, and we did not have help enough to take 
care of the rush. 

“IT called a meeting of the local hardware dealers 
and presented the idea to them. Every dealer hired 
two men nearly the year round to take care of thé 
stored stoves, making eight men in all. The new com- 
pany hires two men regular, and in a pinch they can 
pick up two men, and by this way they can handle the 
600 stoves that are stored here every year, at a greater 
advantage and at a much less expense, than we have 
been able to do the work heretofore. 


“We calculate that the way we are running the 
business that we can make a fair percentage of profit 
on our investment : 

“We rented a large warehouse at a nominal price; 
we bought two wagons and two horses, trucks, etc., to 
carry on the business. 

“T enclose a sample receipt that we make out, in 
duplicate, giving one to the customer and keeping one 
for our record; these receipts are all numbered. Also,

“For the last two years I have thought seriously of 
discontinuing the stove storage branch of our business 
and I finally suggested to one of our dealers, Mr. T. 
N. Peterson, that we incorporate a stove storage com- 
pany. 

“This idea seemed to please him, as he had the same 
annoyance as we have been having, especially in the 
fall of the year. 

“Last October we had an early cold storm and that 
morning we had about twenty calls for stored stoves, 
and we sold about fifteen new stoves. We wanted to 
please all of our customers and we weré strictly up 
against it. 

“There was dissatisfaction on the part of those we

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we have a tag that is numbered, and when the stove 
comes in we put the number tag that is on the receipt. 

“We index the numbers with the name, in our rec-

“One of the men is the manager and he reports 
every week to our secretary, who keeps the business 
under his supervision. 

“We have a president, vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer. 

“We do all kinds of repairing and moving of stoves 
for people at times that the men are not after stored 
stoves, and by this way we expect to have quite a little 
coming in to help out.”

WORLD’S RECORD IS TIED. 





H. M. Pope tied the world’s record of 917 for 100 
shots, off-hand, held by D. W. King of Denver, Col., 
at the regular weekly shoot of the Rod and Gun Rifle 
Club at the Lake Lookout range, Springfield, Mass., 
April 9th. The scores were shot at 200 yards on the 
standard American target. Mr. Pope used a Stevens- 
Pope 33-caliber rifle, mounted with a Stevens-Smith 
telescope, and made by the J. Stevens Arms & Tool 
Co., Chicopee Falls, Mass. Mr. Pope’s performance 
is regarded by marksmen as most remarkable and one 
that called for not only great skill and the finest judg- 
ment, but courage and endurance as well. The con- 
ditions under which he shot grew more adverse as 
he neared the end of his long string, until the rain, the 
wind and the gathering dusk made it very difficult 
to shoot accurately; and yet the five last shots of his 
100 were placed in the center of the target, where 
they scored 10, the highest possible score to make. 
The 10 circle is 3 36-100ths inches in diameter, and 
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to put five consecutive bullets in this circle at 200 
yards, off-hand, under those conditions was a fine 
achievement. More than that, several of these shots 
were within rings inside the 10 circle, which are used 
for scoring when shooting with machine rests. The 
12 circle is but little more than one inch in diameter, 
and yet two of the five hit this tiny mark. All of the 
100 shots were in the bull’s-eye and 94 of them were 
within the eight ring. The score was as follows, the 
1¥’s and 12’s counting as 10’s:

The heads or ends are made of the same material 
and are flanged outward at edges, while the radiating 
sheets are bolted to heads with heavy bolts placed 
three and one-half inches apart, well cemented with 
the best asbestos furnace cement. The heads are rein-

CONFERENCE ON SHEET AND TIN -PLATE 
SCALES. 





At a conference held April 12 at Pittsburg between 
a committee of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Plate Workers, the officials of the Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin Plate Co. and independent sheet and 
tin plate manufacturers, the manufacturers proposed a 
settlement on the basis of 17% per cent reduction in 
both the sheet and tin plate trades. At the session of 
the special convention of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion April 13th a counter proposition was decided upon, 
calling for a 15 per cent reduction in sheet wages and 
a 12% per cent reduction on the tin plate scale.

‘PIG IRON. 

An increased firmness in prices characterized the 
local pig iron situation all of last week, and predic- 
tions of a depression of prices have entirely vanished. 
There was a heavy inquiry for all grades, but very 
little contracting was done, and these inquiries are 
not regarded as at all indicative of the real strength of 
the demand. 

The schedule of $10 Birmingham is very strong and 
will probably soon be raised. One dealer is reported 
to be out of the market at this price and to be ask- 

P ing $10.25. 

Northern irons are strong and dealers expect more 
’ than $14 for No. 2. Stocks of pig iron are very low 

at present. This probably accounts for the holding up 

of prices in the presence of a light demand. 

The United States Steel Corporation has notified 

‘ the Mahoning and Shenango Valley furnaces that it 
will not make use of its option on 60,000 tons of pig 
iron secured recently, ordered at $13 per ton. It is 
believed that this option was secured in order to 
strengthen the iron market; and as this result has not 
materialized, the steel corporation withdrew its offer 
and has announced that it is in a position to make its 
own pig iron. This action will probably work havoc 
. with the iron ore pool, and though a meeting of this 
t body has been announced for April 19, it is very doubt- 
5 ful whether the different interests will get together. 


f IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

Though neither of these commodities have sold very 
heavily during the past week, specifications have been 
made in abundance. Steel bars are still very firm and 
there will doubtless be an advance in the near future.
